The will was declared verbally by Miss 
Ellington, while in a low condition of health, 
dying of consumption at Lipp Springs, Ger- 
many, in the presence of officials, who 
down her declarations as they were made, 
and afier they were thus written down, they 
were read over to her, approved by her, and 
she signed them, and they were witnessed by 
the two officiala. It is admitted that one 
other witness was present during this time, 
who fs brought in as a witness in the pro- 
ceedings in this case. 

It will be noticed that these verbal declara- 
tions, were reduced to writing ia her pres- 
ence and signed by her. 

The propounder lays down three general 
propositions upon which le relics:

A nuncupative will is not good unless made 
when the testator is ¢n ariromis, or overtaken 
by asudden and violent sickness, and has not 
time to make a written will, is the construc 
tion of “last sickness,” under statutes of 
New York 20, Johns 502, 

A nuncupative will is only goo | when made 
in such extremity of the last sickness as pre- 
cludes a written one. Boyeior Fricki 4, 
Watts & Ser 357. 

A nuncupsative will to be valid must be 
inade by a person in eztremis who has not 
power, ability or time to make a written one, 
10 Gratt (Va) 548. 

The same doctrine held in Haus vs. Pa)- 
mer, 21, Prim 296; section 4, Bracfield, N. Y. 
154, vs Thompson; also in Lucas vs. Goff, 
33, Miss., 629. 

And the doctrine we educe from the aun- 
thorities is to the effect, that the testator did 
not intend to make a nuncupative will, 
and there was time to make a 
written one, it cannot be set up as a nuncapa- 
tive will if such will was signed by the tes- 
lator, though not formally witnessed. - 

The class of cases like that in 1 Gratt 129 
are not applicable to the case at bar. In that 
case where there was not time to complete 
the written will, it was set up as nuncupa-| 
live. But the act of completion must not 
have been dependent on mistake of the law 
or Other voluntary act of the testator, but 
in cases when extreme illnes and the act 
of God prevents the fulfilment of the 
testator’s design, such as swooning, 
or other extreme necessity, If it isthe result 
of choice it cannot be so regarded in the light 
of the law. 

It may be properly stated, as a general rule, 
ihat the questions arising under the Code as 
Rogatio testivin, last sickness and cireun- 
stances, are matters for the jury to find under 
the law, as given them in charge by the 
Court, and we unhesitatingly affirm this rule, 
under our law, to be valid. But, when the 
evidence agreed on could not change the ver- 
dict legally, that is to say, when undar the 
facts and law the jury could not change the 
conclusion, we do not deem it neccessary, on 
this aceount, to send the case back for adju- 
dication. 

And for these reasons we concur in affirm- 
ing the judgment of the Court below.
